It  will  be  noted  that  no  mother  died  of  any  disease  related. to 
pregnancy,  abortion  or  childbirth.  Only  2  deaths  occurred  of  infant 
under  one  ytrr  of  age,  both  occurring,  m  fact,  during  the  first 
weeks  of  life,  one  being  due  to  prematurity  and  the  other  to  a 
congenital  abnormality. 

Of  the  deaths  due  to  accidents  other  than  motor  vehicle  accidents 
2  were  due  to  drowning,  one  to  complications  following  a  fracture  in 
a  very  elderly  person,  and  one  to  asphyxia  following  inhalation  of 
undigested  food.

Patients  suffering  from  infectious  diseases  are  admitted 
either  to  Tamworth  Isolation  Hospital  or  are  sent,  in  most  cases, 
to  Little  Bromwich  Fever  Hospital,  Birmingham. 

Facilities  are  maintained  at  WLtton  Smallpox  Hospital, 
Birmingham,  for  the  isolation  and  treatment  of  suspected  or 
confirmed  cases  of  smallpox.  A  fully  vaccinated  team  of  drivers 
and  attendants  is  else  available  for  the  transfer  of  any  patient 
suspected  of  having  been  infected  with  smallpox.

The  number  of  infants  immunised  during  the  year,  609- was 
slightly  higher  than  the  figures  for  the  previous  year.  uBooster,? 
doses  were  given  to  all  school-children  needing  them,  and  whose 
parents  rgreco.  to  have  them  done,  during  the  year.

As  mentioned  in  my  introductory  note,  the  increased  number 
of  cases  of  this  disease  is  disappointing.  This  is  particularly 
so  in  the  case  of  a  disease  which  should  be  preventable.  The 
Council  has.  however,  made  housing  available  when  this  is  required 
in  order  either  to  allow  infectious  patients  to  have  a  bedroom  to 
themselves,  or  to  give  reasonable  conditions  for  treatment  and 
convalescence.

SMALLPOX 

As  in  recent  years,  no  actual  or  suspected  case  of  smallpox 
was  notified  during  the  year.  Vaccinations' against  smallpox 
continue  at  about  the  same  level  as  in  1951.  This  is  disappointing 
in  view  of  the  fact  that,  as  mentioned  in  ay  last  report  there  is 
always  a  danger  of  the  disease  being  introduced  into  this  country 
from  abroad,  and  in  view  also  of  the  fact  that  vaccination  in 
infancy,  which  is  the  most  desirable  time,  can  be  arranged,  free  of 
charge,  through  the  family  doctor. 


GENERAL  KYGIME 

Housing; 

Once  again,  continued  overcrowding  has  prevented  any 
substantial  progress  from  being  made  with  the  demolition"  of  those 
houses  which  are  unfit  for  habitation.  In  spite  of  the  completion 
of  73  council  houses  and  20  private  houses  during  the  year,  the 
waiting  list  for  housing  became  considerably  longer.  It  does  not 
follow,  however,  that  the  housing  need  of  those  now  on  the  waiting 
list  is  as  great  as  the  need  of  those  on  this  list  during  previous 
years.  In  these  circumstances,  it  is  reasonably  satisfactory  to 
be  able  to  record  that  one  house  was  voluntarily  demolished  by  the 
owner  during  the  year  and  that  in  five  other  instances  the  owners 
agreed  not  to  re-let  for  human  habitation,  after  the  Council  hmd 
re-housed  the  tenants  of  the  houses  concerned. 


Tfeter  Supply 

During  the  year  one  stand-pipe  in  Stowe  Street  was  abolished. 
The  three  houses  concerned  were  each  provided  with  a  separate 
i nt  cr nal  s upp 1  y . 

Two  houses  in  Deans  Croft,  which  derive  water  from  a  tap  in 
the  yard,  had  the  service  pipes  extended  so  as  to  provide  separate- 
internal  supplies. 

All  samples  taken  during  the  year  were  bactcriologically  pure 
and  of  a  satisfactory  chemical  composition.

SANITARY  INSPECTORS  REPORT 


Inspection  of  District 


Difficulties  associated  with  materials  and  skilled  labour 
in  the  building  trade  are  reflected  in  the  number  of  complaints 
received' during  the  last  few  years  from  tenants  occupying  old 
property.  During  1952  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  complaints 
chiefly  relating  to  disrepair  were  received.  Many  of  these 
concerned  items  which  would  be  dealt  with  by  owners  under  more 
normal  conditions  without  reference  to  the  Local  Authority. 
Forty-five  Intimations  were  served  and  of  these  forty-two  were 
complied  with,  the  outstanding  cases  being  drains  which  were 
causing  a  recurring  nuisance.  Only  two  Statutory  Notices  were 
served,  both  of  which  were  complied  with.  An  encouraging  feature 
of  the  housing  work  was  that  whilst  there  arc  still  many  families 
in  lodgings  the  incidence  of  gross  overcrowding  is  not  so  great 
as  it > was  only  a  few  years  ago.  New  houses  provided  by  the 
Council  have  been  the  means  of  relieving  severe  cases. 


Factories  Act 

A  number  of  factories  were  inspected  following  Intimations 
from  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  and  others  in  the  course  of 
routine  work."  Particulars  of  action  taken  are  contained  in  the 
special  report  submitted  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


Supervision  of  Food  Supplies 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  a  number  of  catering 
establishmcrts  were  visited.  Most  of  these  disclosed  a 
satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness  and  it  is  clear  t-hat  the 
majority  of  caterers  do  try  to  comply  with  the  new  requirements. 
Many  of  the  premises  arc  old  and  small  making  it  rather  difficult 
to  maintain  satisfactory  standards  under  all  conditions.  In  the 
main,  however,  this  handicap  seems  to  have  been  overcome  by 
careful  management.  Two  new  establishments  were  opened  arid  in 
each  case  cold  storage  facilities  were  provided. 


Sale  of  Ice-cream 

Only  one  business  is  registered  for  manufacture  of  ice¬ 
cream.  In  another  case  the  product  is  made  up  from  a  cold  mix. 
All  retailors  of  ice-cream  in  the  City  have  refrigerating 
facilities  and  most  of  them  Sell  pre-packed  ice-cream  supplied 
by  large-scale  manufacturers. 


Unsound  Food 

The  following  articles  were  destroyed  after  voluntary 
surrender  following  inspection. 

Certificates  are  issued  to  the  traders  concerned,  the  reason 
for  condemnation  being  given  in  every  case.

SHOPS  ACTS 


It  is  pleasing  to  bo  able  to  rooort  a  few  substantial 
improvements  which  have  boon  effected  under  the  Health  and 
Comfort  Provisions  of  the  Shops  Acts.  In  one  case  means  of 
heating  water  was  provided  together  with  better  facilities 
for  the  taking  of  meals  on  the  premises.  In  another  instance 
ventilation  was  improved  and  seats  urovided  for  female 
assistants;  There"  is  still  a  good  deal  to  be  done  under  these 
provisions,  but  difficulties  with  building  labour  and  materials 
'interfere  considerably  with  this  kind  of  work. 


EXTRANEOUS  DUTIES 

Forty  premises  were  licensed  for  the  storage  of  petroleum. 
All  now  applications  are  referred  to  the  Fire  Prevention 
Officer,  any  recommendations  he  makes  being  embodied  in  the 
conditions  under  which  licences  arc  issued. 

There  are  now  in  the  City  ten  licensed  Hackney  Carriages 
which  means  that  a  more  adequate  service  is  available  to  the 

public. 
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
